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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Group I lacks the same or corresponding special 
technical features of C-shaped hoop, attachment lugs and calculating the distance between 
attachment piece's reference point and centre point; Group II lacks the same or corresponding 
special technical features of a jig, attachment lugs and calculating the distance between 
attachment piece's reference point and centre point; Group III lacks the same or corresponding 
special technical features of attaching the housing to the rod, C-shaped hoop and calculating the 
distance between attachment piece's reference point and centre point; and Group III lacks the 
same or corresponding special technical features of mounting the rod and the attachment pieces 
in a jig, C-shaped hoop and attachment lugs.
